LONDON, Oct. 2.—Ten Zeppelins took 
part in last night’s raid over England.

“Ten airships crossed the east coast 


last night between 9 o'clock and mid- 
night. One airship approached the north 
of London at about 1C p. m., but was 
@riven off by gunfire and pursued by 
geroplanes. She attempted to return 
from the northwest but was attacked 
by guns and aeroplanes and brought to 
earth in flames in the neighborhood of 
Potter’s Bar shortly before midnight. 
“A second airship attempted to at- 


-¢ack London from the northeast and 


was driven off. Bombs were dropped. 

‘The remaining airships wandered 

miessly over the eastern counties. In 

ncolnshire bombs were dropped pro- 

iscuously. Most of them appear to 
have been dropped in open country with- 
eut doing damage.

“The material d&mage was insignifi- 
cant, although the raiders covered a 
wide area and dropped a great number 
of bombs. «our houses were seriously 
damaged. Some glass houses were de- 
molished anda number of windows were 
broken.”

xcept for part.of the envelope, there 
fs left hardly a vestige recognizable as 
part of the huge airship which was 
brought down. The Zeppelin burned 
more flercely than the one previously 
destroyed which, like her, fortunately 
fell in an open field. The members of 
the crew were incinerated. The airship 
alighted in a field some 8 yards from 
a farmer’s cottage. 

The Zeppelin appeared to remain al- 


-ynost stationary in the air for three

minutes: after the envelope burst into 


flames. The tongues of fire seemed to 
lick along the bag until it was all 


blaze. Even then it dropped so slowly 
“that many persons Who had not awak- 


ened unti] the cheering aroused them, 
were able to reach their windows in 
time to see it fall 

Neither the ship which was destroyed 
nor the second one which attacked Lon- 
don succeeded in penetrating the outer 
defenses of the capital. Little or no 
Gamage was done by either of them or 
by the eight others which appeared over 
eastern counties.

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GERMAN SUBMARINE IN ARCTIC 
OCEAN; TORPEDOES 3 SHIPS 


Vessels Sunk by U-Boat in Northern 
Sea All Norwegian 
Steamers. 
CHRISTIANIA, Norway, Oct. 2.—A 
German submarine has made its way 
into the Arctic Ocean and has torpedoed 

three Norwegian steamships there. 

The vessels torpedoed were the 
Sinsen, Ravn and Rolf Jarl. The 
crews were saved. Steamship traffic 
over the regular route covering the 
northern Norwegian towns has been 
stopped. Since August, the Germans 
have sunk Norwegian boats valued 
at $9,000,000. 

The purpose of the German sub- 
marine operations probably is to in- 
terfere with the transportation of 
war materials to Russia by way of 
the White Sea ports. 


BRITISH SEIZE “SUBMARINE” 
OF MOVING PICTURE COMPANY 


Vessel Was on Way From New York 
to Miama, Fila., but Is Taken to 
Bahama Islands. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 2.—A wireless mes- 
sage from “‘H. H. Von Loan, a passen- 
ger bound here from Nassau on the 
steamer Monterey, declared that British 
warships patrolling in the vicinity of 
the Bahama Islands, have seized a “‘sub- 
marine’ owned by a moving picture 
company while-on its way from New 
York to Miami, Fla., under the belief 
that it was a German craft. The sub- 
marine off Abaco Island was in tow ofa 
yacht when it was captured last Tues- 

day.

POOR EMIGRANT AMASSED 
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Chemistry Student Attracted Atten- 
tion of Rockefeller and Became, 
Rich, Inventory of Estate Showa. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 2.—How a poor 
student of chemistry who came «here 
from Germany in 1868 attracted the at- 
tention of John D. Rockefeller, became 
the chief chemist of the Standard Oil 
Co. and by his ingenuity amassed a for- 
tune of $10,485,828, is disclosed by an 
appraisal of the estate of the late Her- 
man Frasch of this city. 

After attaining success as a chenniot, 
I'rasch undertook to develop a sulphur 
mine in Louisiana which had passed 
through the hands of four companies 
that were unable to make It pay. The 
sulphur lay 800 feet below the surface. 
Frasch devised a method of conveying 
superheated water into the mine, melt- 
ing the sulphur and then pumping it out 
through a pipe. 

The appraisers estimated the value of 
the stock of the company owning the 
mine at $12,003 a share. Mr. Frasch 
owned 505 shares.

MAKE MONEY FROM 
GARBAGE PLANI 


Alderman Hart Back From In- 
spection Tour Finds Other 
Places Realize Good Profit. 


COMMITTEE WENT EAST 


New York Refuse Brings 50 
Cents a Ton—Costs St. 
Louis $150,000 Yearly. 


Alderman Luke Hart, chairman of a 
has just re- 
gar- 


special committee which 
turned from inspecting municipal 
bage plants, said today he thought that 


a modern system of collecting and re- 
ducing garbage would eliminate the pres- 
ent annual cost of $150,000 to the city 
and return a profit in addition. 

The committee visited Columbus, Pitts- 
burg, Washington, New York, New Bed- 
ford, Mass.; Buffalo, Cleveland, Chicago 
and Milwaukee. It made a special study 
of the odorless methods of reducing 
garbage in New York and in New Bed- 
ford. 

New York has just let a contract for 
the disposal of garbage which will net 
the city 50 cents a ton. New Bedford 
also is making a profit from its plant. 
Cleveland has a munictpal plant, not of 
the odorless type, which brought the city 
a net profit of $1.08 for every ton of 
garbage handled last vear. 

How Profit Is Derived. 

The profit comes from the grease and 
fertilizer derived from the garbage. In 
New Bedford this amounts to an aver- 
age of 80 pounds of grease from each 
ton of garbage and one ton of fertilizer 
from every three or four tons of garbage. 

Under the St. Louis method the cost 
to the city of collecting the garbage 
alone is $2.22 a ton, Hart says. Under 
its contract with the Indiana Reducing 
€o., the city then pays 87 cents a ton 
to have the garbage disposed of. The 
total cost for the 50,000 tons collected 
last year was $154,500. 

The committee will favor an odorless 
reducing plant for St. Louis, Hart said, 
but has not decided what type. New 
Bedford uses an odorless process by 
which the garbage is boiled in a low 
grade of gasoline. Chicago is construct- 

plat-in which the garbage will co 
through @ drying proeéss in metal tubes. 
Hart said he would visit Chicago as soon 
as this new plant is finished, which 
probably will be next February. 
St. Louia Method Expensive. 

Hart said the present method in. St. 
Louis is much more expensive than 
neecssary. The cost is added to, he 
said, by the fact that heavy two-horse 
collection wagons are used and that 
each wagon when i{t gets a load must 
make a long trip to the levee to load the 
garbage on boats to take it to the re- 
ducing plant. A better method, he said, 
would be light collecting wagons which 
could unload at central stations from 
which large trucks would convey the 
garbage to the levee. 

The committee will make a prelimi- 
nary report this month and a final re- 
port later. It has not yet decided wheth- 
er it will recommend a municipal plant 
or a néw system of contracting with a 
private concern, Hart said.' The pres- 
ent contract with the Indiana Reduction 
Co. will expire in September, 1918. Hart 
estimated that it would cost $300,000 to 
build a municipal plant.

LONDON, Oct, 2.—The left wing of the 


British army between the Ancre and 
Somme rivers in France has advanced 
on nearly a two-mile front from the east 
of Eaucourt l’'Abbaye to the Albert+ 
Bapaume road, capturing in the opera- 
tion the town of Eaucourt l’ Abbaye and 
throwing their line to within about four 
miles of Bapaume itself. In addition, 
the British line to the east has been sent 
forward for good gains into the German 


front. Valuable work was done by the 
new armored tractors in the fighting. 
The Birtish War Office announced today 
that a German attack on the positions 
east of Eaucourt 
pulsed last night. 

These advances were announced in 
the official statement issued last night 
as follows: 

“Sunday afternoon south of the Ancré 
our center attacked and captured the 
whole of its objective on a front of 3000 
yards from a ‘point east of EKaucourt 
Abbaye to the Albert-Bapaume road, 
northeast of Destemont farm.

Missouri University Teachers 
Have Received but Two Months’ 
Salary Since Jan. 1.

) JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 2—Out of a 
balance in the State Treasury of $124,- 
212.66, at the close of business Sept. 30, 
salaries of State officers, clerks and 
other employes at the capitol were paid 
Saturday, though the State is months 
behind in its salary obligations to teach- 
ers and employes at State institutions. 


This balance {included September re- 


ceipts on beer collections of $40,696.57, 


according to State Treasurer Deal's re- 
port to Gov. Major, and all other re- 
ceipts payhble at the end of the month. 

Warrants are issued to officials and 
clerks by Auditor Gordon and are cashed 
at the treasury window. Warrants and 
treasury drafts outstanding @gainst the 
balance of $124,212.65, are estimated at 
$60,000, which are cashed through banks 
and must be redeemed from the treasury 
balance. 

Owes University $151,688, 

University of Missouri officials stated 
last Wednesday that the State owed the 
university $101,688, and that teachers had 
received but two months’ salary since 
Jan. 31. This sum is in excess of the 
treasury balance Sept. 30. It is not defi- 
nitely known how much the State is in 
arrears for salaries at other institutions. 

Fulton banks are said to carry $10,000 
of the claims of the deaf and dumb in- 
stitute, and Hugh Stephens, 
printer, is said to have printing claims 
avainst the State aggregating $65,000. 

The Board of Managers of the Colony 
for Feeble Minded borrowed about §$80,- 
ow recently for running expenses, and 
at Kirksville the State Normal teachers 
report they are two months in arreass 
with their salaries.

“Deperience is the champion school 


teacher of the world.” So Youth was 
informed when he first met Experience, 
in the play ‘““Experience,”’ which had its 
first St. Louis showing at the Shubert- 
Garrick Theater last night. 

In the scenes that followed this in- 
troduction, Experience showed himself 
entitled to a teacher’s certificate. But 
he is not a Sunday school teacher, it 
must be added.. He narrowly escaped 
getting himself regarded as the villain 
of the play. 

Ambition, who led Youth away from 
home, was a stern, unsympathetic chap. 
If Youth had stuck to him, he would 
doubtless have formed the close ac- 
quaintance of Work at once, and there 
would have been nothing to make a play 
about. So Experience. buttonholes Youth, 
and introduces him to Pleasure, who 
makes him acquainted with the mem- 
bers of her set—Beauty, Excitement, 
Fashion, and ere long, Intoxication. Ex- 
perience acts on the theory that Youth 
must go through the mill, and he as- 
sists, rather than restrains, him in most 
of his adventures. The chief things to 
be set down to the credit.of Experience 
are that he tries to get Youth acquaint- 
ed with Work, that he warns him 
against the advances of Passion, and 
that, at the gambling table, he seeks 
to persuade Youth to quit while he is 
ahead of the game. 


Has Popular Appeal. 
Youth’s journey along the Primrose 


Path, and down its byways, which be- 
come deep and dark subways, and his 
return to the &tarting point, the home- 
town cottage where Love awaits him, 
was seen by an ample houseful. It was 
an audience of critics, for ‘‘Experience,”’ 
allegorical in form and elemental in 
theme, is the sort of play which nearly 
everyone has at some time thought he 
would like to write. It appeals, in the 
main, to nearly everyone, and in nearly 
everyone it calls out the criticag facul- 
ty, bringing suggestions of an addition 
here and an alteration there.

Wall Street Market Reflects 
Considerable Selling on In- 
dustrial Shares. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Oct. 2.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial review, 

today says: 

“Prices at the opening of the Stock 
Exchange this morning were generally 
higher, but a decline which affected 
especially the industrial issues began 
soon thereafter, losses taking place with 
considerable rapidity. The subsequent 
market was one of a great deal of irregu- 
larity, in which the railway shares dis- 
played most firmness, though even these 
issues subsided somewhat from the high- 
er levels of the morning. 

The erratic and wide fluctuations ended 
with an uncertain upward movement 
near the close. 

“In the foreign exchange market, Paris 
remittances moved against Paris, follow- 
ing the improvement of last week, ap- 
parently brought about by the placing of 
the $50,000,000 City of Paris loan here. 
German exchange declined to 70% cents 
for 4 marks, against 70% earlier in-the 
day and 705% on Saturday. Subscriptions 
to the fifth German war loan are sched- 
uled to close next Thursday. 

“The Pennsylvania lines showed a 
gain in gross of 12 per cent and in net of 
nearly 36 per cent over August, 1913. 

The Cotton Report. 

“‘Although the Government's estimate 
of the cotton crop's condition, as given 
out oday, was not much, if any, lower 
than the cotton trade had expected, it. 
was undoubtedly one of those reports 
which the markets call ‘sensational.’ 
The average condition. 56.3 per cent of 
normal, is actually the lowest figuré for 
the end of September on the records of 
the Government's’ estimators. Since 
1870, when the ‘condition estimates’ be- 
gan, the lowest figure ever reported at 
this time of year was the 68.3 per cent 
of 1902; the next lowest, the 58.5 of 1909. 
For the 10 past years the October dv- 
erage has been 67.2 

“The Government’s calculation of a 
yield of 11,637,000 bales from the present 
crop would still leave about half a milJ- 
lion bales more than the last year’s 
crop. But the cotton growers had cal- 
culated on a much greater production. 

“The experiences of 1914 had led the 
cotton belt to reduce their planted area 
the next year nearly 56,000,000 acres, or 
13 per'cent; but the prices obtained for 
the resultant crop led to an increase of 
nearly 4,000,000 acres in the planting of 
this present season. 

“Weather conditions have been heav- 
ily adverse to the cotton crop of 1916, 
however, as they were to the wheat 
crop. Except for the 1915 crop, the pres- 
ent indicated vield is smaller than in 
any of the past half dozen years. So 
far as concerns the cotton growing in- 
dustry itself, the season's outcome pos- 
sibly shows the futility of attempting to 
regulate the industry by such wholesale 
and concerted reduction as that of a 
year ago. Nature herself has a way of 
striking averages. 

“From the larger viewpoint, this is 
perhaps another reminder that there 
are facts in the American agricultural 
situation which, however, much the re- 
sultant rise in grain and cotton prices 
may contribute to speculative excite- 
cron § must be kept in mind by Wall 
street.’’

COTTON CROP ESTIMATED 
AT 11,637,000 BALES 


Government Figures Show 
Storms and Insects Have 
Greatly Reduced the Yield. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 2.—The cotton 
crop this year will be approximately 
11,687,000, equivalent 500-pound bales, the 
Department of Agriculture announced to- 
day, in its monthly forecast. That esti- 
mate was based on the condition of the 
crop on Sept. 25, which was 56.3 per 
cent of a normal compared with 61.2 per 
cent last month, 60.8 last year and 67.2 
the 10-year average condition on Sept. 25. 

In the first forecast of production 
made from conditions existing June 25, 
the quantity was estimated at 14,266,000 
bales. The condition of the crop on Sept. 
25 was 56.3 per cent of a normal yield, 
which is the lowest condition on record 
for that time of the year. 

Cotton this year was planted on the 
fourth largest acreage ever recorded— 
35,994,000 acres. In 1911, when 36,046,000 
acres were planted, the crop was 15,693,- 
000 bales; in 1913, when there were 37,- 
089,000 acres, the crop was 14,156,000 bales, 
and in 1914, when the acreage was 36,- 
832,000, the crop was 16,135,000 bales. 

Indications are that this year’s crop 
will yleld only 156.3 pounds per acre, 
compared with 207.7 pounds in 1911, 182 
pounds in 1913 and 209.2 pounds in 1914. 

In a statement issued today on condi- 
tions existing Sept. 26, the crop reporting 
board said: 


“There was heavy deterioration in 
cotton again this month in the central 
and cotton states. Boll weevils in Tex- 
as, Arkansas, Alabama, Louisiana and 
Florida have taken a heavy toll, punc- 
turing and destroying grown bolis to a 
larger extent than ever before known. 
This insect has in addition seriously 
damaged the crop in portions of Okla- 
homa, Georgia and Tennessee. Cater- 
pillars have injured the late cotton in 
Southern Texas and Eastern Florida. 
Cool nights caused a cessation of fruit- 
ing and the plant shed its fruit consid- 
erably in’ the northern portion of the 
cotton belt. 

‘There is considerable late cotton in 
the Carolinas and some in Northern 
Georgia, Which will need a late killing 
frost to reach anything like full ma- 
turity. 

“The weather during the’ month 
was very favorable for gathering the 
crop and the high prices prevailing 
for both cotton and the seed caused 
the farmers in all parts of the South 
to rush gathering and ginning, and 
there has been a much larger per- 
centage of the crop put through the 
gins than usual at thig time of “ 
year. In Southern Mississippi one 
‘| Alabama, where the crop is practi- 
jcally a failure, one picking got the 
crop, the average in many counties 
being a bale to the mule, or less. 

“Over the entire cotton belt the 
crop this season has been rapidly 
pleked and there is less cotton re- 
maining in the fields than usual at 
this time of the year. The picking 


season will average two or three 
weeks early.”
